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THE COURT SPEAKS; SO DO THE PEOPLE^ 

We can't remember of a time when, in this country of 
ours, there was such a stir among self-appointed critics from 
the grassroots to the Capitol concerning the drastically rev- 
olutionary decisions being handed down by the high (and 
What appears to so many as haughty) Washington tribunal, 
the Supreme Court. 

In true democratic, town meeting fashion, critics "rise 
to speak" from all walks of life, their "pieces" relative to 
"the new interpretations of the fundamental laws of the land, 
as given by Chief Justice Warren and his associates, whose 
high position is that of "defending" the Constitution. Cut- 
ting across political lines and disregarding a previous dis- 
position to awesome respect, Americans are asserting indi- 
vidual opinions on behalf of the "good of the order" - as 
traditionally held. 

Congress too has been stirred and many of its members, 
regardless of political cleavage, arc seeking means and 
measures for stemming the judicial floodlide to the left. 
If the New Deal and its efforts to revamp the highest levels 
of judicial thinking was a storm in our midst ,the present 
situation may be regarded as cyclone. But, the furor not 
withstanding, the Court goes on its judicial way breaking 
precedents, concurring mostly among themselves in new 
interpretations of age old laws. 

Some of the most seasoned and respected lawmakers in 
Congress have injected their staunch personalities into the 
controversial crusade to retain some of the basic principles 
set forth, by the Founding Fathers, in the framework of 
our legal system. One of the older heads of the Senate, a 
statesman of wide renown. Senator Harry Byrd (D-Va.) has 
probably been the most outspoken among his colleagues in 
arraigning the Supreme Court. His boldness to challenge 
the august body ,and particularly Chief Justice Warren, has 
doubtless encouraged others to take their stand with the 
conservatives, for the Constitution in its original meaning. 

Although the Court has spoken, the voice of "the peo- 
ple' is still being heard. Who shall have the last word?

... In Mr. Molthrop's view, the only bill which has 
been introduced in Congress which ically meets this basic 
problem, by providing a realistic means for reversing the 
trend and re-establishing a moderate and reasonable lev el 
of income lax rates, is H. R. 6452, generally known as the 
Sadlak Bill because of its sponsor — Representative Sadlak 
of Connecticut. 

The fundamental principle of the bill, as expressed by 
the Representative himself, is to use "revenue growth to 
reduce excessive income tax rates instead of to support 
increased government spending." It would reduce the 
taxes on individuals and businesses in all the brackets. In- 
dividual tax rates now go to 91 per cent and corporation 
rates to 52 per cent. The bill would cut these top rates to 
42 per cent over a five-year period, with a provision that 
this can be extended over nine years if necessary to fvoia 
an unbalanced budget. . . . 

The Sadlak reform*, of course, are not confined to 
email business. They would work to the benefit of large 
business too, and to the benefit of every taxpaying family. 
But it is interesting that a leader of organized small busi- 
ness should find that this is the best of all programs yet 
offered — and superior in every way to programs and pal-

TB On Increase In 
Stale, Report Says 

Tuberculo/ft in Kentucky is 
again on the upswing. 

A report from the Kentucky 
Tuberculosis Association for the 
first half of 1957 shows the num- 
ber of new cases of active TB 
discovered in the state to be run- 
ning close to seven per cent high- 
er than last year. 

This bears out an earlier report 
in March from the state TB asso- 
ciation which showed a case in- 
crease of about 10 per cent for 
the first quarter of this year. 

According to the report, 931 
new cases of active tuberculosis 
were reported to the State De- 
partment of Health during the 
first six months of 1957, 53 more 
than the 878 found during the 
same period in 1956. 

Kentucky has the third highest 
state TB case rate in the nation 
with about 12,000 of its citizens 
suffering from the disease. About 
5,000 of these are yet undiscov-
